Panama City, Panama.

COME with mo for a peep und.nr the
crust of old Panamu of u Saturday

night. We th'atl leave the Tivoli
Hotel, where every ihlnjj Is proper and
ploua and the fashionable world Is. a-
ilanclng. and go of! Into the byways
and slums. We want tp see the poor
of the City, and also lake a look at
some districts where vice carries on
Its mad spree until the wee hours of
the morning. Wo shall choose the
Saturday that comes after pay day,
and shall have abundant reason to say
Why L'nrle Ham should control both
Panama and Colon, the two towns at

.the ends of our ditch.
In \mi Caledonia.

We begin our walk In New Cale¬
donia. At the Tivoli the charges aro
$r, a day. New Caledonia Is only a
stones throw away, but you can get
a bed there for twenty-five ccntB a
night, or you may have a room at $10
a month and crowd ten other personal
Inside* lt. New Caledonia la made up
of such rooms. They aro filled with
Jamaica negroes. A single room will
often house a whole family anil take
In boarders to boot. Fame of the best
rooms have curtains across them that
trie, females may have privacy while
dressing, but as a rule the negroes
nest like rabbits in a warren and dirt
reigns, supreme.
On Saturday nights these West In¬

dian ejuarters are alive. There aro
Caneea in the saloons and out tn tho
utree-ts. There is the tamooureta, with,
black and yellow men and'women go¬
ing through motions similar to those
of the Oewäzl In Egypt. Other negro
dance* remind me of the Nautch girls
of India or the Ou'.ed nails of the Sa¬
hara; and there are some which com-
plfre with the hoche-kooche of the
South seaB. The negroes are dressed
In their best, and they go through
their armorous postures with wild
abandon, which Is unsurpassed even by
ihe bunny hug or the turkey trot of
our wicked New York. They grow
more and more noisy as tho night goes
on. and by 12 o'ekjek the whole, ot
CaledOL.a la mad. This Is on Satur¬
day. It Is more quiet on other nights
of the week.

.Mühl Life In 1'nnniun City,
Leaving Caledonia we take carriages

for a drlvo through Panama, vlslt'ng
ilret the more respectable quarters
The houses here have balconies which
run out from the second stories over
the streets. The richer people live
upstairs and these balconies form the
sitting and gosslflnu places of the
better' classes during the evening. In
the stories below, where a whole fajn-
.lly may have but one room, the people
tome out on the tide walks and tit
On the doorsteps or curbstones taking
tho air. The streets are tilled wlt.i
such figures. Thty form iw "¦".-<

lines of humanity, one on the street
tnd the other In the balconies above.

Soino of the people are Chatting,
Some are playing cards. Hero and
there the thumping of a piano falls
en the eur, and tho graphophone with
Its rusty shriek slaughters the air.
-The most of tho groups on the bal¬
conies are family pnrtios. jHce glrla
are not allowed to have young men

courting them, and the lover talkB with
hl» sweetheart only in the pYeacnee
of tho family end must do all of hia
bpoonlog under the eyes of his possible
pa.rents-in-law. These scenes, how¬
ever, are Spnolsh. nr.d they are much
tho sain.- as those off Spanish cities
anywhere In the world.

A Look ut the Slums.
We shall now leave the respectaMo

quarters of Panama und visit those of
which vice la the queen. We Shall not
have to go far, for the wicked sec¬
tions ore In the h-art of the city and
inelr signs are so plain they tain bo
read on the run. You have heard Of
Port Said and Suez, the two had towns
at the ends of the Suez Canal. Hud-
yard Kipling has defined them as the
place where the Ten Commandments
Tome to nn end.

"Take me »ntnewhero east of Suez,
"Where th.T"-bost Is like the worst
Where the.re ain't no Ten Command¬

ments.
And you've not to raise a thirst.*

I do not know Just how had Suez Is,
but you can see more wickedness In
a day here than In a, week at Porr

At Panama the slum rjuarter* are as

open as Is tho YoshJwarV Of Japan
One of the worst^ septlons Is not far
from the cathedral and in tho very]heart of the city. It Is .Shown as tho';
red light district, and the light Is j
electricity filtered through glass as
crimson as blood. There ore, great
square.red lanterns, with. Incandescent
bulbs lr.elde them, painted with the'
names of the special.resorts they repre-|sent Here, for Instance, la "Fannle's
Plaue," farther on "The French House,'" I
and in the next block is "Im Perla de
Pacifico," or "The Pearl of the Pacific.'!I
Now stop your carriage before one

of these gilded bouses and take a look
through the half-open door. The lower
floor at the front Is a saloou- You jcan see the bottles In the bar at the
bark, while at the windows and In-the:
door looking out upon the streets aro
little girls with painted faces and;gaudy clothes. Most of ihem are mero
children. Mfteen. sixteen and seventeen
years of age. and they are dressed to
look younger. Their eklrts reach Just
to their knee?, and they look as though
they should put on the'.r nighties and
be tucked away in their beds.
The great majority of these girls are

French. They aro white slaves who
have been smuggled Into Panama
through Costa, Hlca or othor Central
American port« .-.nd brought down here
in boats to Panama Huy In such a way
that tho Jurisdiction of our tonn !.i
avoided.

Vt'blto Mnvru From Frnr.ee.
I went Into one of tlieao houses with

a policeman who had a, summons to
serve upon tho matron. Sho was
charged with being n white siavo trader,
and with having brought sevoral girl
slovea through the e'nnul Zone.

1 must say that she looked It. She
w,-.,j a braseriffaoed French woman of
about thirty-five, and in the room with
her were half a dozen little chits of]from fifteen to seventeen, who woro
probably tho slaves sho had smuggled.
They oottld speak but nttio English,
and were French from their tooe to
their crowns. They danced about tho
room while wo stayed. At tho panto
time other glrla of similar ages wera
flirting with seme man on tho opposite
siilo of tho room, ami at t.no table one
drank beer with a .Spaniard.

Ali I looked, tha policeman said:
'.Ttniuli Klrla uro rur.l slaves, and they
are treated like slaves, They look very
gay now in their Jewels and flno d".\*süs.
but those Jftwela and dresses they are
allowed to use only at night. Purine
thy day they put on common cloth-
liiii and take care of th* houde. scrub¬
bing and cleaning. The matron keeps
them In debt, and they niv> t\0 afraid of
her that they do not dnre to leave."

1 don't know how many houses of
thin kind there aro In Panama and
Colon, but tho number is large, and it
Is steadily increased by recruits from
France and Southeastern Europe. The
housea aro licensed by tho two cities.
It Is claimed that they are under med¬
ical supervision and that tho girls are
older than they look. I ankcd one of
thorn whether sho had yet daJscM fif¬
teen. She mockingly replied that sho
was sixty-live, and danced away,
swinging her bare firms around her
head and kicking her red. silk-stock¬
inged too almost to the height of my
nose. S
The government Is doing all It can

to restrict the white slave traffic, and
to reduce the vlco of tho Pnrnama. c|tloa.
It has dono wondnrs, and wern It not
for our Influence In auch matters things
would be worse than they.are. I bo-
lleivn that the morality among the
white employes of tho canal Is far bet¬
ter than could he found In such a, camp
.anywhore else, Tho canal has many

good American women, and they and
the Young Men's Christian As?..- .atlon
clubhouses have doae much to build up
a hinh moral tone among the employes.

In the Opium Ileus.
Leaving the red-light section, I

visited some of the licensud opium
dens. They are managed by the Chi¬
nese and are exceedingly rude. The
b<*ls are mere platforms made of
boards, running along the sides of nar¬
row halls. Cpon thesu wooden bunks
I found men, and women lying with
opium outfits before them. Some were
hitting the pipe and other; were sleep¬
ing oft the effects of the drug. Some
of the smokers were Colombians, a few
were negroes and some were Chinese.
I (111 not see a single American,
although 1 am told that some are to
be found among the patrons, and that
even American women have come to
the Joints. I doubt this. I have seen
the opium saloons of Shanghai and
Canto)). They are grand in compari¬
son with theso at Panama, but the
glazed eyes and dreamy looks of the
smokers are the same.

A City of Caves.
The average visitor to tho canal

leaves Panama City knowing nothing
about It. If you would understand how
these people really live you must get
ir.side tho houses nnd examine the
oaves which form tho homes of tho
poor.
Panama Is a queer city. Tt is ono In

which a hundred or more families have
all the money, and whore tho remain¬
ing thousands earn only enough to
keep soul ana body together, Tho av¬
erage family of tho lower clusses sleep
In a cave on tho first floor; or If on
the second, It I» over x store, and the
whole family will have but ono room,
There aro thousands of families here,
each of which has Only one room, and
this Is so small that tho cooking Is
done In a common hall outside It. The
kitchen stovo is p. pot of charcoal put
insldo a box to keen oft tho wind, the
box being nailed to tho fonca or post
of tho veranda.
Most of these cave-homes have no

windows, being ventilator) by an open¬
ing which runs around tho -tops of the
walls under tho celling, Thoro Is no
piaster nor paper. The walls are ot
boards, pnlntod or not, ns tho landlord
may orden

T am having my films developed by
a photographer here whoso studio Is
nt the top of a three-story frame build¬
ing. He tells me that there are more
than a thousand men, women and child¬
ren In his building, and that there am
.altogether something like two or three
hundred room.'. earh housing a family,

1 have looked Into some of the rooms.
They are as dark ns a pocket and the
smoke from the cooking In the hall«
outside has turned their walls black.
Some of tho rooms nre about ten feet
square. They have no ventilation ex¬
cept at. the doors.
That building Is a7 fire-trap. It Is

nil wood excepting the roof, which Is
of galvanized Iron. I tremble at tbo
possible loss In cose of a (Ire.

I asked my photographer ns to tho
rents, and was told that they nre from
$7 to $10 per room per month In gold.
Similar rates prevail In tho Jamaica
negro quarters in New Caledonia, which
I described at the beginning of this
letter. The rente here are so high and
the building so cheap that many utrur-
turen pay In rents every year the cost
of the land nnd t)i*> building. This Is
likewise ho In Colon, There Is one
caravansary known as the Coal riiut.-.
which hns 100 rooms. It Is said to
have paid tbo cost of Its erection with¬
in fourteen months.

The Cove Stores of Pnnemn.
It Is Interesting to look nt tho cavo

stores of tho Isthmus. They nre ntero
holes in thcwall about ten feet sn'ifiro
and perhaps eight foet in height. Thoy
have po windows, facing the street,
and tho door alone given the light,

Often oae of- these !HUe storerooms
will be the home of the faruuy Whicil
keeps It. It is a store or workshop
in tho daytime and i. sleeping place
after dark.
As to work, the Idea prevail? at home

that these Panamanians are lazy. I Oo
not find them so. Son.a kma of house
Industry- Is going on everywnerc. In
one little shop shoemakers will be
pounding- away. In another the women
and girls are making lace, while far¬
ther on are clgarmakers, carpenters
and blacksmiths. Much of tho work is
done out on the sidewalks. I tea
many women sowing on tno edge or
the street, and the tailors bring their
chuirs out to the roadway and stltcn
in the sun. The most common store
is the petty saloon. Drinks are sold
everywhere, and there are scores of
fruit stores and groceries.

The Lottery Dullness.
There Is one thing whloh employes

more people in Panama City perhaps
than any other, ar.d that Is the lottery.
Its ticket? are sold by nun, women and
children on every block of Panama and
Colon. It '.» against the law to sell
them on cur Cana! Zone, but tho lot¬
tery peddlers roost about tho rctlroad
stations and nccost tho worfcrr.on as
they pass through. They do a great
buslnoen With tho negroes and not a
little with tho Amorlcans. Tho grand
priso Is |1S,000 In silver and In addi¬
tion there I» $17,000 of other prizes
tho grand prize has been drawn several
tlniu* by Americana, but in mnBi ease*
It has do.-.u little troort, tho money be-)
Ing spent IÜ riotous living,

This
lottery Is a greaj. evil to Panama and
the drain ot it Is mostly on the poot
who buy tickets and parts of tickets
oven when they must go hungry In
consequence.

liuUftghts.
Panama has a bullring outside the

city, and bullfights take placo every
Sunday whenever there nre any bull¬
fighters here on their way from Spam
to Lima, Peru, or -Mexico City.
The bulls, however, are not danger-

ous, and the sport is usually u Iraud
and a fiasco. I have seen some ot
these fight3 and at one time watched
a Hcore of Panama boys rush tnto the
:In3 and have a hajid-to-hand tight
With tho bull. This was to get a ten-

doiI:r».,cold piece which had been tied
to the horns of the bull. JJaeh man
had a red blanket, which ho tried to
throw over the TjuU's eyes. In order
that he might grab at the gold. Sev¬
eral of the boys wore badly Injured,
hut one of them finally got tho ten
dollars.

Chnngcs in Panama,
In tho menntlrr.C; notwithstanding

these blots upon Its escutcheon, Man¬
ama Cltv Is far better Of than It has
boen in the past., l first visited it in
1S9S, fourteen years aggo, Wtipn on my
way around South America. The city
was then one of vile smells. It had no

sewerage, and the wells and cesspools
were side by side In tho courts. '.I'usl-
ness waa dead, nnd the barefooted ct.b-
ir.en slept In their shabby old coaches.
To-de.y tho town is alive, it has mod¬
ern Improvements. It has water works
nnd all sanitary conveniences. Out-
nldc the lottery peddlers thero aro no
beggars whatever. Every one of the
better claeses rides about In carriages,
and there are vlctorlns for hire at
every street corner which will tnke.
you on tho trot or the lopn from one
part of the town to the other. These
victorias have dinner gonga under¬
neath at the front, so that they can
bo rung by the toot of the driver, and
ttrrire is a continual belling going on.

Tlie »w City,
It was during my second visit hero

thnt l.'nclo Sam took hold of Panama
nnd mnde It snnlrary. Ho dug tip tho
streets, put In sowers and ft water
supply, and paved tho main streeto
with Vitrified brick. He did the same
with Colon, nnd you will not find two
towns In the trnnli* wh)eh have as
pood Streets ail these,
Uoth pluetM are arowllin:, Thero uro

new hotiiert on nlmnet every hlook, nnd
tho Avenldn Central, whleh'runa from

the. plaza to the railroad station, at
the end of Anron. la lined With houses
.Ii..1 store* all the way. They are pan-
ama stores, and some of thorn carrylarge stocks of (roods. They are noth¬
ing like our business establishments,and i-omo aro more like tho generalStore which you find at a countrycross-roads or in villages.

In tho centre of Panama are manyfine buildings. Tho National Palace
and theatre cost something like three-
quartera of a million dollars, olid the
Pannmanlnns will tell you that the
theatre Is the finest in the world, 'i Ills
Is doubtful. Nevertheless, it bus fit¬
ting and standing room for 1,633, and
a fireproof metal drop curtain which ts
wonderfully mad.-. Tho new city hall,facing the plaza, not far from the
cathedral. Is another large bulldll
and n third I* the national Institute,devoted^ to education. The Institute
cost a million pesos or more, and It
will, in time, develop into n university.At present It has about Hun students,ranging from those of the kindergar¬
ten to those in tho college. Thesebuildings are only a part of what the
country has to show for the flO.000,000It received from Uncle Sam at the timeof the settlement as to tho PanamaCanal.
